go to the office of the Marshal nor has he been 
seen by several persons who are looking for 
him. Exiner's goods were insured in the Lon- 
don and Liverpool and Globe for $2,500. 

Fire Marshal Conway, who was at the scene 
ot the fire early, made some noteworthy dis- 
eoveries. Said he last night: The only 
articles Exiner in his rooins consisted of 
second-hand furniture, worth at the most hot 
over $150. He had done no business to speak 
of since being at No. 1911. The last girl he 
had at work left him a month ago. Since 
that time he has been without any one. He 
had $100 on deposit at the Union 
Trust company. After waiting at the 
house until 2 o’clock for his return, 1 went 
to the bank, but he did not appear there, 
either. I could get no trace of where he is 
living. 1 found the address No, 2210 Michi- 
gan avenue, but he had not been there for 
months, 

“TI secured his correspondénce, and it is 
highly sensational. It shows that he came 
here from New York, and both he and his 
brother have been unfortunate. before in 
being burned pout He also has had 
trouble with his wife. The . envelopes 
containing the theater tickets were preserved 
by Dr. Brown, It is a strange coiacidence 
that the handwriting on one of Exiner’s con- 
tracté we found resembles that on one of the 
envelopes. The name on the other envalope 
was written in another hand, but the number 
and street were filled in by handwriting similar 
to that on the contract. We secured a good 
photograph of the man. 

Owners Suspicious of the Tenant. 


“The people in the burned house,” Mr. 
Conway added, “have felt uneasy about 
their tenant for some time. He was 
doing no business, and they could not under- 
stand why he kept on. I got the name of 
the last girl working for him. She is at the 
Virginia Hotel, but when I went there today 
she was away.“ 

The Inspector said he had asked the in- 
surance people if they had made any survey 
of the property insured by Exiner.. They re- 
plied that they had not; The business had 
been turned in by a solicitor, and they had 
accepted it. They had written their pol- 
Wies for $2,500 and taken the 
premiums without knowing whether there 
was $1 or $100 in Exiner’s rooms. “It is 
all wrong,” the Marshal continued, “ for the 
underwriters to do business in such a way.

BROKEN FLY- WHEEL, 


KILLED BY A 


Singular Accident in the Power-House of 

the Electric Railway of Lowell, Mass. 

Lowrz x., Mass., March 2.—An iron pulley 
onadynamo at the power-house of the Elec- 
tric Street railway company burst today. A 
piece of the pulley struck the fly- wheel of the 
engine. The fly- wheel was twenty feet in 
diameter, had a rim of iron three inches 
thick, and was making seventy-two revolutions 
aminute. It was smashed and the iron rim, 
which was made in sections, scattered in all 
directions, shattering the building. A. H. 
Mead of Corinth, Vt., the assistant engineer, 
was struck on the head by a piece of iron and 
died ina few minutes,. George Langley, an 
oiler, had his jaw broken. Pieces of the 
wheel were hurled through the roof and fell 
100 yards distant in the flelds. The brick 
walls were torn out in places as though made 
of paper. The moment the explosion oc- 
curred all the electric street-cars in the city 
stopped, and were unable to move until 
another dynamo and engine could be started 
up, an hour later. A ton section of the fiy- 
wheel crashed through the brick wall of the 
engine house and through the brick wall of 
the repair shop.

Dr. S. V. Clevenger has been well known 
for many years asa specialist in mental and 
nervous diseases and a strong advocate for 
better care and treatment of the insane. He 
was physician in these specialties to the Reese 
and Alexian hospitals: of this city, and has 
written several books. relating to nervous and 
mental diseases which are now regarded as 
authorities. He has also been the pathologist 
for the County Insane Asylum and isa mem- 
ber of several of the best known scientific 
societies of this country, among them the 
American Microscopical Society, American 
Neurolcgical Society, Anthropometric Society, 
Electrical Society, Association of American 
Anatomists, Society of American Naturalists, 
American Association for the Advancement of 
Science. Besides these he has been a contrib- 
utor to the American Naturalist and several 
other journals and periodicals relating to 
science and therapeutics. 

Dr. Clevenger was born in Ohio in 1843. 
His father wes a sculptor of some fame. Al- 
though as a young man 8.

It was be- 
lieved at first that the tickets were worthless, 
but when they were shown at the box offices of 
the theaters they were found to be all right. 

It was then decided a raid was planned for 
that evening after everyone was out of the 
house. It was agreed that all should leave 
the house together as if gomg down-town. 
Dr. Brown and Dr. Ely quietly jumped off the 
car after it had gone a few blocks and re- 
turned to the house by way of the alley and 
back door, which had been left unlocked. 

Armed with revolvers they lay in ambush 
for the invaders. The tenant on the first floor 
front was out, and not a sound was heard. 
Along towards midnight the two families and 
the visitors returned from the theater, and 
were greatly relieved to find that the threat- 
ened invasion had not taken place, 

The mystery of the tickets was still being 
discussed when, Tuesday, another lot came. 
As Saturday they were at different down- 
town places of amdsement, and were perfectly 
good, Again theater parties were made up. 
It was theater-going made easy, and had not 
the mystery been so preplexing the two fam- 
ilies would have regarded the affair as a good 
joke. 

Dr. Brown and Dr. Ely again returned to 
the house by the back way and secreted them- 
selves, They were certain that burglars would 
come this time. The ladies’ tailoring esteb- 
lishment remained throughout the evening as 
dark and quiet as the rest of the house. The 
locks and the window sashes were untried. 

The vigils of thetwo watchers were once 
more ended by the return of their families 
from the theater, Then there was a council 
of war. Every door was carefuliy examined 
and secured before retirimg. 

Narrow Escape of the Families. 


Wednesday the worry over the mysterious 
tickets rather increased. The occupant of 
the front room on the first floor was iu his es- 
tablishment that night until nearly 11 o’clock. 
When he left the bars were again put up. The 
revolvers were placed within reach and the 
two families retired. The strain of four days 
made sleep restless and fitful, It was 2 
o’clock yesterday morning when Dr. Brown, 
who slept directly above Exiner’s room, was 
awakened by the crackling ef flame in the 
floor beneath. He quickly aroused Dr. Ely, 
who rushed into the street. With great pres- 
ence of mind he carried his revolver with him. 
The inatant he was outside the door he dis- 
charged it several times as an alarm. An offi- 
cer at Eighteenth street divined the troubleand 
instantly tcrned in a fire alarm. Turning 
back into the >urning building, Dr. Ely suc. 
ceeded in getting ul the people ont of the 
house. Flames had cut off the back stairway, | 
and were creeping arvund the front entrance.

New Yours, March 2.—[Special. |}~The Dem- 
ocratic wigwam in New York is silent, the 
city. hall is deserted, and the great metropolis 
is lonely, for the flower of Tammany has gone 
to Washington to lend its fragrance and 
beauty to the inaugural ceremonies of Presi- 
dent.

terday morning sharply rebuked several Cen- 
tral’ Station detectives for making arrests 


without warrants in disorderly cases. Detec- 
tives Norton, Collins, Thompson, and-Flaherty 
had arrested eight or ten young pickpockets, 
well-known to the police, while they were 
working the crowds on State street Wednes- 
day afternoon.

FAIR PLAY FOR EVERYBODY. 

The last Presidential campaign was notable 
tor the dignified and fair way in which it was 
conducted. Personalities were kept out of it. 
It was a dispute between gentlemen. The 
Mayorfity contest in this city which has just 
begun promises to be, in degree, as exciting 
as the one which closed during the first week 
of November. There may be three candidates 
in the field, each of them having the warm 
support of numerousfriends, Before election 
day comes personal or party feeling will war 
warm. Why cannot the campaign be carried 
on decently and in order, like the greater one 
of last year? Why cannot intelligent criti- 
cigm take the place of indiscriminate abuse 
or eulogy? - 

It is not likely that there will be a man seri- 
ously in the field of whom some good cannot 
be said. Why should not he be given credit 
for it at the same time that his defects are 
pointed out? It is only when such a course is 
pursued that the voters can make an intelli- 
gent choice, especially when, as in a local con- 
test, the strife is not so much over measures 
and policies as over the administrative quali- 
tees of men. Thus, as Mr. Harrison has con- 
fessedly many excellent qualities, it would be 
grossly unjust to say that he was utterly unfit 
tobe Mayor. While Tus Tumors is not and 
never has been in favor of his election, and 
has pointed out what it believed to be grave 
errors committed by him during previous ad- 
mihistrations, it does not intend to proceed 
on the assumpt:on that he has all the vices 
and his opponent all the virtues. Indeed, 
there are some persons mentioned as possible 
independent candidates who would be far 
more objectionable to Republicans than Mr. 
Harrison is. : 

This paper wishes to deal fairly with him. 
It certainly will not praise him without cause, 
and it does not wish to cnticise him without 
reason. Therefore if he thinks at any time 
that he 1s dealt with unjustly by this paper its 
news columhs are open to him to defend him; 
self. He has a paper of his own which he

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ROOT OUT THE FADS. 

Mr. Badenoch and the other members of the 
Board of Education who objected to postpone- 
ment of action on the subject of the school 
fads in order to give Tommy Morgan a 
chance to make a speech and advertise him- 
self are quite right. Morgan is one of those 
blathering demagogues who always have an 
axto grind. It, is high time that the question 
of the fads should be dealt with iu a definite 
manner. It is satisfactory therefore that the 
School Management committee promises to 
report on the proposition to discontinue Ger- 
man a week from Wednesday, and also on the 
further subjects embraced in Mr. Revell’s res- 
olution, That resolution is as followa: 

Resolved, That the teaching of sewing be dis- 
continued ; that the teaching of technical music. 
except in the seventh and eighth grades and high 
schools, be discontinued; that the teaching of 
sloyd, paper cutting and pasting, clay modeling, 
and color work be discontinued; that instraction 
in physical culture be discontinued, except so far 
as it can be taught by regular teachers, and that 
for this purpose four physical culture instructors 
be retained or employed, whose duty it will be to 
instruct teachers; time to be devoted to physical 
culture exercises to be placed at the disposal of 
principals of schools, 

This is very nearly to the point. It might 
be improved upon by providing that the 
‘ teaching of technical music should be discon- 
tinued in all the grammar grades. There 
does not seem to be any necessity either for 
the four physical culture instructors provided 
in the resolution. A manual on this subjéct 
is published and the teachers can prepare 
themselves for the exercises by consulting it 
and without receiving instruction from the so- 
called physical culture professurs. If the 
four are retained there will be a tendency and

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¥OR CLEAN THOROUGHFARES. 

The committee of one hundred citizens ap- 
pointed to labor for the securing of clean 
streets and alleys in this city has settled down 
to work and is going about the business in a 
practical way. It has procured the drafting 
of an ordinance for having all the work con- 
nected with street cleaning put in charge of 
one bureau, and resolved that each member 
of the committee shall call upon the Alder- 
men of his ward to urge support of the meas- 
ure. The matter thus will be brought before 
the City Fathers in detail. None of them will 
have the excuse that they do not understand 
what is required of them, nor wili they be able 
to allege as a reason for inaction that nobody 
seems to want the reform. 

The jatter plea will be all the less tenable if 
other citiseus who desire clean thoroughfares 
will seize the opportunity afforded by this ac- 
tion of the committee and support it by per- 
sonal indorsement. They, too, should take 
the trouble of letting their Aldermen know 
that the committee really represents the com- 
munity in this matter and ask that it be taken 
up and acted on as necessary to the heaith of 
the people and especially desirable to be 
carried out within the two months that remain 
before the opening of the Fair. It would do 
no harm to encourage the few Aldermen who 
are known to be in favor of the reform. 
would strengthen their hands and enable them 
to face more boldly the opposition of those 
who are committed to allowing King Filth to 
perpetuate his reign. The pressure these well 
disposed citizens could bring to bear would be 
still more valuable in the case of those Alder- 
men who ere on the fence. but not disposed to 
act unless in response to appeals from the vot. 
ing power behind them. Probably a little per- 
sonal work among members of the latter class 
would be amply sufficient to induce them to 
favor the measure, and perhaps their support 
of it will not be given unless some such pres- 
sure is exerted upon them, 

It would be a municipal shame and a last- 
ing disgrace to the people if the streets and 
alleys of the city presenta filthy appearance 
to the millions of visitors to the Fair. Their 
comfort while here and good opinion after 
leaving are well worth the effort, to say noth- 
ing of those of the resident citizen. But be- 
yond all this lies the important fact that the 
cholera has réappeared in Europe, and with 
such vitulence as to excite grave fears that its 
ravages may be greater than those of last 
year, with the additional circumstance that we 
will be in far greater danger in such case un- 
less the most stringent measures be taken to 
prevent it from coming to us across the At- 
lantic. Unsanitary conditions would favor its 
rapid and deadly spread should it once ob- 
tain a foothold among us. So the cleaning up 
of our thoroughfares is a preveative measure 
absolutely demanded by regard for the safety 
of the people, and itis the highest duty of 
those in authority to make such provision. 


If they“ do not they will stand morally re- 


sponsible for all the mortality that may occur 
through their criminal neglect. 

With such a menace the question of cost is 
a secondary one, but it is none the less a duty 
to provide as far as possible for an econom- 
ical performance of the work, free from the 
boodling arrangements between contractors 
and officials that have disgraced and‘ robbed 
the taxpayers in the past and the systematic 
loafing in the ranks which always accompa- 
nies official corruption. Probably it would be 
found easy to clean up the city and keep it 
clean without any annual expense additional 
to that. borne hitherto by the people who have 
paid big bilis for little work, and that little done 
in the most slovenly fashion. But if an in- 


creased outlay be absolutely needed the great. 
mass of the taxpayers will cheerfully bear 


their share of the expense. There need be no 


doubt as to that. 


THE LEGISLATURE AND THE SWEATERS 

Both the Legislature and the Council are 
trying to regulate the sweat shops. The latter 
has passed an ordinance for the licensing and 
regulating of places where clothing is made. 
The former has before it a bill which covers 
not only clothing, but also cigars, artificial 
flowers, and feathers. The city has a Health 
Department, with inspectors whose duty it is 
to look after the sanitation of places where 
people work and also to keep a watch on i- 
fectious diseases, but it is proposed that the 
Legislature shall create a State inspection 
system with twelve inspectors, big and little, 
whose duty it shall be to supervise factories 
and workshops and see that all articles made 
therein are “ free from matter of a contagious 
or infectious description. It is true that a 
State inspection would cover all Illinois, 
while a Chicago one would cover this city 
only, but if the bill presented by the sweat- 
shop committee were passed two distinct and 
clashing sets of individuals would be trying 
to do about the same kind of work in this 
city. That would lead to intolerable con- 
fusion, 

The city health inspection would not be a 
model of efficiency, but a State one would be 
worthless. It is proposed to appropriate 
$32,000 yearly—most of it for salaries—to de- 
fray the expense of making an examination of 
the thirty millon dollars’ worth of clothing, 
cigars, etc., manufactured annually in this 
State. It 1s absurd to imagine that it could 
be done, and the money appropriated would 
be thrown away. It would merely furnish the 
means of support for twelve Democrats,‘the 
majority of whom would be political workers. 
Even if politics cut no figure, still a State in- 
spection would be a poor one for obvious rea- 
sons. If the supervision of the sweat shops 
18 for sanitary purposes it should be left to the 
city authorities. 

The Legislature must be careful also not to 
pass contradictory laws on the subject of the 
labor to be employed in factories and work- 
shops. A bill has passed the House and gone 
to the Senate providing that no minor under 
14 shall be employed in any factory, shop, or 
store, in cities having a population of: 50,000 
or over, for more than eight hours a day, sub- 
ject to the right of parents to control their 
minor children and direct their employment. 
Tae bill prepared by the sweat-shop commit- 
tee says that no child under 14 years of age 
shall be employed in any manufacturing es- 
tablishment, factory, or workshop within this 
State.” This is a blow at parental rights 
hardly looked for frum a committee whose 
mem bers voted for the repeal of the Eawards 
compulsory law. 

The committee bill says also that no fe- 
male shall be employed in any factory or 
workshop more than eight hours in any one 
day or forty-eight hours in any one week.” 
This applies te every woman who works for a 
dressmaker or milliner in any city, town, or 
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drawing a construction train, which is ad- 
mitted to have been going at great speed, and 
four persons were killed, besides which sev- 
eral others were more or less badly injured. 
The grand jury has indicted the General 
Superintendent of the line, the flagman and 
gateman employed hy the railroad company, 
and the engineer of the train. In presenting 
them for triai as murderets the jury has but 
applied, so far as lies within its province, the 
Oriental maxim ot “a life for a life.“ 

It was testified that neither the gateman nor 
the towerman was at his post. Both of them 
were warming themselves bythe stove in the 
“ground house at the time, not expecting 
the passage of the construction train. The 
gates wore left open and through them the 
crowded horse car was taken by its driver 
while it was yet too dark to permit any one to 
see a hundred feet down the track, Some 
one had blandered,” and the result was terri- 
bly fatal. Either the person or persons au- 
thorizing {he movement of the train erred in 
failing to notify those who should have been 
on the watch, or the latter failed in their plain 
duty, or all were to blame. 

It will be for the court to determine where 
the responbibility reste, and it is not wise to 
run the risk of unjustly accusing a fellow-be- 
ing of the crime of murder till after all the 
testimony is heard. But it is fair tosay the 
State authorities have done no more. than 
their duty to the public in presenting the case 
to the grand jury, and that body has done 
won to find indictments against the parties 
named, It wastime that something should 
be done to protect life at the grade crossings, 
where the slaughter of human beings might 
seem to have become almost a matter of 
course, to be expected and counted on at the 
rate of a large number per month and year. 
That no adequate effort has been made by 
railroad officials to put an end to this car- 
nage hardly needs to be said, and it is well 
known that most of them have hald back in 
silent inaction when pressed to make reasona- 
ble provision against accidents at the cross- 
ings. They have taken the position that it is 
the duty of the public to protect itself against 
collision by caution in each individual case, 
and have resisted the claim that the public 
has a right to protect itself en masse by re- 
quiring that tracks in the oft-traveled portion 
of the city shall be raised or lowered, or 
crossed by means of viaducts constructed by 
the railroad companies which make the grade 
crossing highly dangerous. Perhaps they will 
see their way clear to act, now that not only 
tite humble employé but the high official is to 
be held responsible at the bar of justice for 
some of the slaughter due to railroad negli- 
genes and corporate parsimony. 


ME. HARRISON AND GRADE CROSSINGS 

Mr. Harrison says in the Times that—

For years the 
people of this city have demanded and begged 
of the railroad corporations even hesitating 
and grudging codperation in plans for the 
abatement of the grade crossing evil and have 
been unable to secure it. Finally, recogniz- 
ing the uselessness of looking for codperation 
from that quarter, the Aldermen and the 
Mayor united in the passage of an ordinance 
directing the elevation of the tracks within 
certain specified times. That ordinguce, if 
not repealed or modified, will foree the roads 
to come to terms.

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LICENSED RACE TRACK GAMBLING IN 
NEW JERSEY. 

The New Jersey Legislature passed a bill 
last week which legalizes gambling on race 
tracks, and is designed to establish in that 
State winter racing for gaining purposes 
"as it has existed in the neighborhood of Chi- 
cago. The passage of this measure was fol- 
lowed by an outburst of indignation on the 
part of the decent people of the State. A 
great mass-meeting was held at Trenton 
Wednesday, where men of all parties, creeds, 
and professions denounced the shameless con- 
duct of the Wegislature and adopted resolu- 
tions wherein they say: 

Resolved, That we denounce and condemn the 
recent action of the Legislature in passing bills 
to legalize gambling on race tracks and to abolish 
just penalties for crime. 

Second—The inevitable tendency and effect of 
these ats will be ta authorize crime, to encour- 
age larceny and embezzlement, to annihilate 
morality and good government thronghout the 
State. 

Third—We demand the immediate and abso- 
lute repeal of every one of these infamous acts. 


Laws similar to these “infamous acts” are 
on the [linois statute books, and the effect of 
them has been as set fort in the above reso- 
lutions, Yet the people of this State remain 
indifferent while those of New Jersey are in 
an uproar. Can it be that the standard of 
public intelligence and morality is higher 
there than here? It would seem so, for out- 
side the newspapers there is no evidence that 
any interest is taken in the repeal of Hlinois 
laws which legalize gambling in one of its 
worst forms. 

Daring last winter, the most severe one for 
years, there were almost continual races 
through snow, sleet, and rain, merely that the 
gambimg appetite of the community might 
be ministered te. How many thieves, em- 
bezzlers, and forgers got their education at 
those races cannot be told, but the number 
was not small. How much those winter races 
cost the public cannot be figured out, bat the 
amount must have been very large. It is 
known that the privilege of selling pools and 
niaking books at Washington Park during the 
coming summer sold for $175,000 at least. 
Every cent of that sum will be paid back to

STEWART’S SILVER GABBLE. 

In a recent speech Senator Stewart de- 
nounced the Sherman bond amendment as 
the most wicked and revolutionary scheme 
ever invented by man, and moved to amend 
by adding: “And bonds issued under the 
provisions of this act shall not be used as se- 
curity for the issue of National bank eur 
rency.” After making all possible allowance 
for Stewart’s tendency to extreme talk and 
verbal rot it is impossible to see any ground 
on which his frothy ejaculations in this in- 
stance could be based. As the bonds proposed 
are only coin bonds, and already the guvern- 
ment is admitted to have the right to issue 
such bonds at a higher rate of interest than 
that named by Senator Sherman, there 
could not be any cause for his caterwaul- 
ing. His chief purpose in life seems to be to 
sink the United States to silver 
monometallism, under which the unit of mea- 
suring value would contain but 37144 grains 
of pure metal, not worth more than 66 cents. 
Asthe bonds proposed to be issued might 
have had to be sold for silver, if sola at all at 
not less than “par,” as required by the 
amendment, Stewart should have welco 

the limited issue proposed if he had the cour- 
age of his alleged convictions. He professes 
to be in favor of bimetallism under a system 
which shall make gold and silver money in- 
tersonvertible without preference for either. 
Yet when it is proposed to issue coin bonds 
which may sell either for silver or gold he de- 
nounces the whole thing as if it were no bet- 
ter than an inveation of the arch enemy of 
mankind. | 

With all his oceans of bombast in favor of 
silver Senator Stewart has never yet conde- 
scended to explain how silver dollars having 
but a purchasing power of 65 cents in terms of 
gold would benefit his handful of constituents 
in the alleged State and really rotten 
borough of Nevada Those constit- 
vents have not the dishonest mo- 
tive, which animates the Populiste 
of Kansas, Nebraska, and the Dakotas, of be- 
ing in debt and wishing Congress to authorize 
them to pay their obligations in 65-cent dol- 
lars. The Nevada fellows are not in debt, for 
the reason they have nothing to mortgage ex- 
cept their nearly playea-out silver mines, and 
capitalists are not fond of lending money on 
mere holes in the ground containing little be- 
sides air and water. 

Stewart goes on day after day pouring out 
words for silver monometallism, but never 
gives a valid reason for wanting to expel gold 
money system of Mexico—namely: 65-cent 
silver dollars, He must know that those dol- 
lars would not have a purchasing power to 
exceed that of 65 cents if the gold were 
crowded out of the United States system, for 
3714¢ grains of pure silver will buy no more 
than 65 cents’ worth of property in any one of 
the countries from which gold had been 
driven, Hence he must know that in the 
event of the free coinage he dem the sil- 
ver produced by his constituents would not 
net them a higher value thaa at present, as it 
would be exchangeable gnly at its bullion 
value. Without any rbyme or reason this 
Senator without a State makes a standing 
nuisance ot himself by roaring out false state- 
ments and false reasoning about siiver, and 
pretending to be working for the good of the 
country when all his influence is thrown in the 
other direction. The idea that the Senate of the 
United States is likely to be afflicted with his 
gabble for another six years 1s enough to call 
out a groan from every sensible man in tho 
country. 


Tus New York Mail and Express, under the 
caption of What Chicago Owes the World,“ 
reads this city a long, impertinent, and super- 
fluous lecture as to its political duty in the 
coming munieipal campaign. Col. Shepard 
may be assured that Chicago is able to take 
care of itself. Even if it were not it would 
not go to him or New York for advice or aid. 
Its people are not in the temper to listen with 
patience to any suggestions from a man who 
has helped to place numerous obstacles in the 
way of the success of the Fair and who has 
done his utmost to prevent the working peo- 
ple from sceing it. With unbounded agsur- 
ance he says: ‘‘ Whether they be Republican, 
Democratic, or independent officers of the law, 
this one thing is indisputable: the police force 
should not be left in the power of the slums or 
the saloons or of petty ward politicians.

FIREMEN 80 TESTIFY IN REGARD TO 
THE YORK BUILDING. 


Commissioner O'Neill Tells What Action 
He Took in Regard to the Matter and 
Why He Went No Further—Chief Swe- 
nie Testifies in Regaril to His Notifica- 

tlons to the Bailding Inspectors—Ten- 
atts Who Moved but Came Back—The 
Inspecters’ Visits and Powers. ; 
Building Commissioner O’Neill didn’t have 

a pleasant time of it with the jurors and the 

Coroner in the inquest on the victims of the 

South Halsted street disaster yesterday, The 

morgue court-room was crowded, and even 

then the greater part of the crowd was on the 
outside. Coroner McHale, assisted by Dep-

uty Coroner Barrett and Oierk Connorty, con- ’ 


ducted the inquest. Attorney Max Pam was 

there for the; owners of one of the buildings 

wrecked by the falling wall of the York Build- 

ing. Assistant Corporation Counsel Chetlain 

was there for the city. Attorney John Gib- 

bons was there for Mr. York and the contract... 
ors, and George Trude was looking on, proba- 

bly thinking he might have something to do 

with the case after the spring election. 

Mr. O'Neill was the most iinportant witness 
of the day. He was closely questioned: as to 
what he knew of the condition of the walls of 
the building, and said that Jan. 18, two days 
after the first fire, Inspectors John Agnew and 
George Charles reported to him that the south 
wall was straight, plum>, aud sound. They 
reported they did not think it would have to 
be torn down, but could not say with cer- 
tainty, tor it was then covered with ice. He 
declared he had never issued a permit for the 
reconstruction of the ene though some 
had made application for such permission last 
He refused to give it pendng a 
further examination of the walls. He ad- 
mitted, however, that during his absence from 
his office such a permit was given last Mon- 


day. 

He declared he was never notified that 
the wall was out of plumb, and said he con- 
sidered it better than a new one even after 
the fire, for he thought that might not have 
injured it, The Fire Department, he said, 
had never notified him that the walls -were 
not safe, though he had heard that Chief 
Swenie had something to — Sy that subject 
to his secretary, Mr. Wa He said, how- 
ever, that Jan. 19 he wrote to Mr. York order- 
ing him to remove all dangerous walls of the 
building, but not specifying any particular 
ones of the four. wails. Attorney Pam asked 
him if he did not issue that order on account 
of a written declaration given him Jan. 18 by 
Messrs. Michel & Pitzele, the owners of che 
building. Mr. O'Neill then repeated that he 
had never been notified that the walls were 
dangerous, Some people had been to him, 
he said, to ask if the lessee of the building 
under the shadow of that wall could not 
under the circumstances cancel the lease. 
Mr. Pam then read the following letter: 


Protest Sent to the Inspector. 

Jan. 18, 1893.—To the Commissioner of Build- 
ings of the City of Chicago: We, the under- 
signed, who are the owners of building No. #3 
South Halsted street, Chicago, desire to call to 
your attention the impending anger which may 
result in loss of property and life to said building 
and the i tents reof by reason of the 


inha 
north wall of the premises heretofore occupied 


by John York being permitted to stand in an un- 


safeand dangerous condition by reason of the 
fire taking place in said premises on or about 
Jan. 10; said north wall, which is immediately 
contiguous and next to the building of the under- 
signed, bas become dangerous and unsafe. 

Under the ordinances of the City of Chicago it 
is your duty to notify the owner of such wall to 
protect the same or pull it down. We therefore 
cail upon you as the proper officer to insist upon 
this wall being pulled down or properly protected 
and serve the proper notice, as required by the 
ordinances, upon the owner. This is done so that 
the rights of all parties may be preserved and so 
that in the evenf of any loss or damage being sus- 
tained by reason of any neglect on the part of the 
city to properly protect the building and its occu- 
pants against the impending danger the liability 


therefore may be properly attached.

Did you receive that letter? asked the at-

No.“ After reading it, however. he said

The inspectors hed told 
him the north wall was a good one. He had 
notified Mr. York to tear wn all dangerous 
walls, His inspectors, he said, were usually.

Chief Swenie suid he visited the place the 
night of the accident and that the wind was 
blowing a gale. He was told, he said, that the 
north wall was out of plumb and dangerous 
and immediately went to the Building Depart- 
ment to notify the officials there. He 
was informed that two other complaints 
of like character. had n received. 
He was also informed that the wall was per- 
tectly safe. His opinion is that the wall was 
never safe after the fire. Marshal Meyers also 
testified that he never considered the north 
wall safe after the day of the fire. He so re- 
ported to Chief Swenie. He noticed the 
north wall on the day of the fire and saw that 
it was from 8 to 12 inches out of plumb. Be- 
sides the supporting timbers had all been 
burned away leaving’ the wall’ absolutely no 
support. 

„Why wasn’t it torn down!“ 

„We had to wait for orders from the Build- 
ing Department. A few days later I was out 
there and the bricks had contratted after the 
expansign froia heat, and the wall was straight. 
At no tithe afler the fire, however, did I con- 
sider it safe. I called at the Building Depart- 
ment once myself and so notified the officials 
there.“ 

John R. Frank, acigar dealer at No. 759 
South Halsted street, said he was afraid the 
wall would fall down and had moved his fam- 
iy out of his house. After a few days, how. 
ever, he was told by the building. inspectors 
there was no danger and he moved back, 
Ignatz Lederer, a butcher at No. 757 South 

alsted street, testified to having seen a great 
crack in the north wall the night of the fire 
—1 that he had been much afraid it would 


Fred Kunze Appears. 


Frei Kunze came into the inquest supported 
by two friends, for he could not waik. He 
was accompanied by his sister, Mrs. John 
Dohle of Sioux City, Ia., who was dressed in 
deep mourning and sobbed pitifully. Kunze 
said that for tem days after the fire he and his 
father and mother had lived with the Schmic t 
family because they were afraid the wall 
would topple over on their own house. “A 
building inspector told father und I there was 
no danger, so we moved back, he said. The 
other witnesses testified simply as to the iden- 
tity of the victims. ’ 

Capt. C. Schimmels of Engine Company 
No. 25 was the first witness at the afternoon 
session. When he left the York fire Jan. 11 
he said the north wall was badly cracked. He 
saw sinoke creeping through a big crack twen- 
ty or thirty feet long in the wall. He consid- 
ered it unsafe when he left. At that time, 
he said, there were a number of iron girders 
hanging on the inside of the wall. They were 
all removed just previous to the fall of the 
wall, I understand, The wall would have been 
safe after the building had been roofed again. 
As it was, however, the building was never 
safe after the flre. i 

Fire Marshal Musham, Assistant Chief of 
the Fire Department, went to the York Build- 
ing fire. “The north wall hung over to the 
north from the top from twelve to fifteen 
inches,“ he said. I didn’t consider the wall 
safe and ordered the people out of the adjoin- 
ing houses, W hen I got back to headquarters 
I the Building Department through 

o fire office te look after that wall. I 
think it shoul have been torn down or sup- 
ported in some Way.”’ 


George Charles, Buildi Inspector, said 
that he was a practical mechanic and exam- 
ined the York Building Jan. 13. The north 
wall he examined carefully. and found it 
straight. “There was not a crack in it,” he 
said. The wall had been built in two sec- 
tions and they were not properly dovetailed 
together. That weakened the wall, of course. 
We couldn't examine the upper part of the wall 
because we couidn’t get to it.

LIEUT. PEARY’S JOURNEY TO THE NORTH. 
— 0 
Story of the Explorer Trip to the Arctic 
Regions Told by Himself. 

Two large audiences were attracted to Cen- 
tral Music Hall yesterday afternoon and last 
evening to hear the lectures of Lieut. R. E. 
Peary vn his discoveries and efperiences in the 
Arcti¢e regions. The lectures were illustrated 
by stereopicon views. : 

Lieut. Peary’s narrative covered the period 
between June, 1891, and September, 1892, and 
included the outward and homeward voyages 
of the Kite to Bowdoin Bay, the preliminary 
sledge explorations, and then the great sledge 
journey along the coast of Greenland. The 
most interesting part of it related to this last 
journey, ot 700 miles and back, by Lieut. Peary 
and two companions, on féot, their supplies 
being transported on sledges drawn by dogs, 

After traveling six weeks tlie party reached 
& promontory which it called Navy Point, 
uverlooking an immense bay, which it named 
Independence Bay. The meh were then 4° 
nearer the north pole than human beings had 
ever approached before. When they arrived 
there the summer had begun, and, though 
there was much snow, ‘the grass was green, 
and occasionally a butterfly or bee would 
Mutter by. They made twenty miles a day. 
Every night they would build a -bee-hive 
shaped hut with blocks of snow, light their 
alcohol stove, and creep into their reindeer 
sleeping-bags. During their absence of six- 
teen months from the temperate zone Lieut. 
Peary says that the party never suffered from 
cold nor for want of food. 

Jackknives at a Premium. 

A great deal of the lecture was devoted to 
illustrating the appearance, dress, and civiliza- 
tion, or want of it, of the Esquimaux. Lieut. 
Peary told of one settlement in which there 
were only two or three needles and one or two 
wora-out pocket-knives. “When he presented 
the uhief with a 25-cent« jackknife the man 
was 60 thankful that he offered to present 
Lieut. Peary with both of his wives and their 
children. ' 

When the lecturer closed an air of reality 
was imparted to the Lisutenant’s narrative 
by the exhibition of the dogs that 
drew his sleds across Greenland, and 
Henson, he colored bay who drove them. 
The Lieutenant invited the audience to come 
up, to the footlightes . make the acquaint- 
ance of the dogs, but fe. that no one 
would come on the platform, as the creatures 
were so sensitive to beat that the warmth 
from human bodies was oppressive to them. 
Henson said they suffered greatly from the 
heat of this country and were n2ver com- 
ow except when burrowing in a snow 

ank. 

The object of Lieut. Peary’s lectures is to 
1233 funds for another expedition to 

orthern Greenland, which is arranged to 
leave this country next summer, the object 
being to cross Independence Bay and push 
on towards the 17 He will lecture again 
this evening and témorrow afternoon. 

My explorations of the arctic regions are by 
no means completed,“ sgid Lieut. Peary yes- 
terday. “I shall fix up an expedition at Phil- 
adeiphia and New York and we shall probably 
sail north in June. The vessel will be a small 
steam whaler and I shall take ten picked men 
with me. We shall go direct to Bowdoin Bay, 
which is 77.45° north latitude by 70“ west lon- 
gitude, being about eight hundred miles from 
the north pole. Here our party will be left by 
the ship, which will return for us in two years, 
The wiuter will be spent in surveying the 
country and in the summer of 1894 we shall 
start forthe extreme north and begin the work 
of exploring. The trip over tne ice will be 
made with sledges drawn by dogs. Finding 
the north pole is not our chief object. There 
is a land north of Greenland of which noth 
is known beyond the fact that it is there. It 
is divided from Greenland by a strait, which 
we shall cross ahd push our explorationa as 
far as we can. I have not determined wheth-

Issue of Railroad Bonds Voted. 

BELLevILue. III., March 2-—A meeting of 
stock boiders of the Louisville, Evansville and St. 
Loyis road was held today to consider the ques- 
tion of the issuance of $15.000,000 in bonds. About 
four-fifths of the stock was represented. It was 
almost unanimousiy decided to at once issue 
bonds to the amouat of $15,000,000,

The indictments are based on an accident 
that occurred at 6:10 o’clock on the morning 
of Dec. 29. Street car No, 197, east-bound on 
Forty-seventh street, was permitted to pass 
inside the gates at the crossing while a con- 
struction train was approaching at a high rate 
of speed. The towerman and the gateman, 
who should have been looking out for that 
train, and whose duty it was to stop that car, 
were not at their posts. They were in the 


ground house toasting their shins and having 


a social chat. There was no light on the 
engine, it was asserted, the bell was not ring- 
ing, and it was too dark for the driver and 
conductor to see 100 feet. Believing the-way 
was clear drove upon the tracks, Before 
the car was half way across an engine sud- 
denly loomed out of the darkness bearing 
directly down upon it. There was a deafen- 
ing crash and a clatter of falling de- 
bris. Four people were killed 
instantly. Scarcely one of the sixty passen- 
gers in that car escaped unharmed; a number 
were seriously hurt. , 
Results of Criminal Carelessness, 


The engineer did uot see the until too 
late to materially reduce speed. Three hun- 
dred yards beyond where the spliutered car 
and its maimed and murdered occupants were 
strewn along the track the train came to a 
standstill, and the gang of fifty workmen hur- 
riéd back to assist people living in the vicinity 
who had rushed to the scene to remove the 
dead and wounded. 

Four persons were killed: John Blaha, 
Archibald McAndrews, John Roberts, and 
Mrs. Mary Owens. 

Ine accident was clearly chargeable to the 
carelessness of the railway employés, it is al- 
leged, and the State’s-Attorney, on the recom- 
mendation of the Coroner, sent the case to the 
grand jury for investigation. The grounds 
upon which the indictment was found are 
that conclusive evidence was presented to 
show that Mr. Law had general supervision of 
the railroad lines and that he was reaponsible 
for the speed at which the trains were run. 
There was no doubt in the minds of the jurors 
but that the train which caused the accident 
was running at a dangerously high rate of 


speed. 

The action of the grand jury in indicting the 
officials of a railroad is unprecedented in this 
county, though the p ings in New York 
last winter in which Chauncey M. Depew and 
others were indicted for murder on account 
of their alleged responsibility in the New York 
Central wreck furnishes a pardilel case. 

Assistant State’s-Attorney Bottum is of the 
opinion that the grand jury scted within its 
power in returning the indictment. He iut i- 
mated that he had not much idea that the 
Fort Wayne superintendent would be con- 
victed. If Law should refuse to appear in 
Chicago considerable difficulty may be ex- 
perienced in getting him within the 
jurisdiction of the Cook County Crim- 
inalk Court. As he is not a fugitive from 
justice, he cannot be extradited, and the offi- 
cers must await his appearance within the 
State lines before he can be arrested on a 
capias. Atelegram from, Fort Wayne says 
that Mr. Law will come to the Criminal Court 
and gave bail for his appearance. ' 

The case of Bernard O'Connor, the street

Think the Jury Did Bight. . . 

Corporation Council Miller thinks the in- 
dictment will lie. Tho maintenance of such a 
crossing as that at Forty-seventh street, he 
says, is certainly indictable under the com- 
mou law, without regard to existing statutes 
and ordinances. He says there is no question 
but that the corporation itself, us weil as the 
officials who are t blame, could be indicted 
on the ground that every grade —— over 
a much-traveled street is @ nuisance, To run 
trains over grade crossings at highspeed is 
practically depriving the public of their use, 
This, he says, is an offense under the common 
law, and no ordinances are necessary to make 
it indictable. An indictment could be fol- 
lowed by quo warranto proceedings question- 
ing their right to run trains and block the 
street. He thin the indictment of a few 
railroad officials will have a tendency to make 
track elevation more popular among corpora- 
tions. 

A number of Aldermen also expressed views 
of the same purport. Ald, Joseph Bidwill 
called the Ninth and Tenth Wards slaughter- 
houses and thought the railroad officials ought 
to be held responsible for the murders there. 
If officials were indicted for every crime of 
this kind, he said, the ro would soon come 
to terms and agree to elevate their tracks. 
Ald. Kent thought Supt. Law could be held 
responsible for the negligence of. his em- 
ployés. The indictments should not stop 
there, he said, but should get after all the 
roads. The prospect of spending a term in 
jail, he thought, would greatly help them to 
see the feasibility of elevating the tracks, 
Ald, Keats and Ald. Carey also thought it was 
time the officials should be given to under- 
stand that the public held them responsible 
for crossing murders. : 

Railroad officials doSnot look at the matter 
in the same light as do the Aldermen. Gen- 
eral Superintendent Collins of the Chicago, 
Milwaukee and St. Paul does not believe the 
indictment will come to anythiug. Why.“ 
said he, they might as well have indicted 
the President of the road as Mr. Law, because 
he is Mr. Law’s superior, and, according to 
the reasoning of the jury, is responsible for 
Mr. Law’s acts. As I understand the law 
murder is willful, premeditated killing, and it 
will be rather difficult to prove that Mr. Law 
wanted to take the lives of those people. 

General Superintendent Royce of the Chi- 
cago, Rock Island and Pacific said: “Ido 
not see how any responsibilty can be fixed 
upon Mr. Law. The General Superintendent 
cannot be with all the engineers ali the time. 
He can gn'y issue instructions for these en- 
gineers to follow. If they disobey these in-

Seeing Mr. Cleveland elegantly housed in 
his suite at the Arlington Hotel, within a single 
squere of that official residence already 
knows so well aud is to illustrate again, we 
can reflect that almost every one of our Presi- 
dents has been like himself, a child of the re- 
spectable poor, raised to quality by the recol- 
lection of parents with good intentions and 
also by necessity. 

Were any of our Presidents 
Lam rather of the opinion adison, 
Tyler, and perhaps Polk stoed at the head of 
those who were not all self-made, The condi- 
tions of slavery often gave a appearance 
to its young masters, like Maflison. The hand 
of calamity fell upon such men later in life 
rather than earlier. The gravitation of the 
Presidential descent has been steadily toward 
the poorer rather than the higher. Men do 
not become Presidents from the merit of poor 
descent, but because their ne¢essities let them 
see the representative basis pf life, and they 
grow tobe statesmen by sympathy and ob- 
servation.

Tendency of Presidents. 


Our Presidents were tending toward that 
rocial superiority which comes of constant 
officeholding when Andrew Jackson demol- 
ished every-successor of both Jefferson and 
Adams, and stood to the frost like Peter the 
Great, fierce, despotic, patriptic. With more 
elegance than almost any man of his time 
Mr. Van Buren was of the simplest parentage. 
He seems to have absorbed the old gentility 
of the Livingstons and other ‘gentry, who sur- 
rounded him when they became consumed in 
the Democratic fires of the present century. 
Sometimes men lay down manners and poor 
men take them up and wear them. Buchanan 
was another man of this class. His parents 
were of the plainest sort, but they sent him to 
college, where in ing gen un- 
Demooratio. our Presidents Harrison 
were the weeds of old field and fallow times 
in their families, their parents ruined, and re- 
maining to them was but the glimmer of a 
name, |! 

Mr. Fillmore brings more nearly to mind 
Mr. Cleveland than any other President. They 
were of the same general stock, both decided, 
hardheaded men, and each became a lawyer 
after being a school teacher and an employé, 
and prevailed by sagacious observation upon 
the facts of the day and the tendencies of the 
immediate future. ! 

The impression left by clergymen upon 
their families is lasting. President Arthur 
was almost exactly raised like President 
Cleveland, except that tor. . father was a 


more successtul minister. In his case the 
male was the Irish parent. When I observed 
these two men entering the Senate chamber 
eight yedrs ago I remarked: There come 
two preachers’ sons ; the Baptist preacher’s 
sou brought in the Presbyterian preacher’s 
son. The V nt who steps out on 
the 4th of March is u Congregational min- 
ister’s son. Grant’s sister married a preacher. 
Garfield’s nrother was a preacher’s offapring 
of the Universalist Church. Buchanan’s 
brother, the father-in-law of Mr. Cassatt of 
the Pensylivania railroad, is an Episcopal 
preacher, still living. g 

Young for His Great Office, 


Mr. Cleveland is an unusually young man 
to be going to his inauguration for the second 
time at the age of 56; the first time he was 
teed 38 14 years old es bor- 
ro a . ö ‘rom 
first visit to his Uncle Pi fash gow ol he nat 
spent all his mouey, and he knew Uncle Al- 
lan too well to play any pranks on his pocket. 
When he was Assistant District Attorney at 
26, Mr. Cleveland’s salary was only $600 
year; he made his first impression in Buffalo, 
upon the Germans in his ward, having, like 
his father, the pastor, a very effective way in 

arting his coat tails at a saloon stove, as his 

ather had done at the church stove. 

Persons still live who think that Mr. Cleve- 
land's- both smooth and effective face con- 
tains the clerical dignity. Since his first in- 
auguration his cguntenance is somewhat more 
strained, as if with play of nervous interests; 
and he has become, of course, a large and 
heavy man. Yet his profile and the settled 
expression of his countenance, the regularity 
of his eyebrows and orbs, ani the harmony of 
his forehead constitute an interesting face in 
the Presidential galaxy. 

A member of Buffalo club, a strong, 
quiet hand ut whist, a good bachelor fellow 


hom most men liked and gave a secon 


glance at, Cleveland found himself one day 
nominated for Mayor when he was 44 years 
old, This was the office which he impressed 
upon the State of New York. His processes 
have not differed since. 

I well recollect coming through :the State of 
3 York in the summer of 1882, and reading 
ib various Republican papers extracts from a 
veto message by an unknown man in Buffalo, 
commenting upon his own party in their 
profiigacy with the public money. This was 
in tact the commencement of the public his- 
tory of Cleveland, who is not yet eleven years 
old in other than local history. It may be 
forgotten, but 18 the unquestionable fact, that 
these veto messages caused the opposition to 
Arthur and Folger to come to Cleveland's 
support without any machinery working upon 
them but memory. : 

His administration of the Governor’s office 
was much like that of the Mayor’s office, and 
both had their anti-types in the Sheriff’s office 
and in the country parsonage. “* Be afraid of 
no man. Let all come in! were the orders. 
Having given access to the wide range of in- 
dividuals who cams to his chambers for 
courtesy or business, Mr. Cleveland grew 
comparatively conservative, He seems al- 
ways to have had high respect for the intel- 
lectual uature of the Republican party. 


His Appearance at Washington. 


Pushed remarkably hard, Mr. Cleveland 
sueceeded by &@ narrow margin and appea 
in Washington much as the Mayor of Buffalo 
before tis refractory City Councils. He took 
hold of simplé instrumentalities. The near- 
est man to him was Lamont, to whom he gave 
the chivalrous mission to go and welcome his 
expectant bride as the steamship arrived. 

‘he public at large looked with favor upon 
the nuptials of the bachelor President and 
took his wife into hearty regard. Yet when 
he had been renomiaated for President with- 
out a single disgenting vote and was beaten 
after a conteat Which had np personalities it 
looked as if Mr. Cleveland was permanently 
retired. | 

Now came the utility of a domestic settle- 
ment to a retired man, and here again he re- 
peats the example of Miliard Fillmore, who 
married his second wife at the close of his 
Presidency and was again brought out and 
made a candidate. |

Martin Van Buren was the only one of his 
Democratic predecessors who had wealth 
when served as President. Mr. Van 
Buren’s wealth came from rather rigid econ- 
omy and wise investment. He went to the 
Presidency from a rural home in the Valley 
of the Upper Hudson. Had Mr. Tilden been 
seated in the Presidential chair he would have 
furnished a precedent in the matter of luxuri-, 
ous living for Mr. Cleveland. Benedict con“ 
fines his intimacy with Mr. Cleveland along 
the lines of congeniality, and he will 8 
continue to play cribbage with him, to fis 
with him in the summer, and to take him 
sailing — his yacht. It is probable that 
Mr. Benedict, before the close of Mr. Cleve- 
land’s term, will have become an officeholder, 
since itis the intention of the Democratic 
party of Connecticut to nominate him for 
Governor next year.

Of a sudden he was seized with a coughing 
fit which he supposed was caused by swallow- 
ing something the wrongjway. The paraxysm 
increased, a physician was summoned, who 
took the General to his home immediately, 
saying that it was fortunate the attack caine 
before he left the city. since if it had seized him 
afterwards he would never have returned 
alive. ‘The disease is pneumonia with a form 
of laryngitis, and the manifestation of 1 has 
been so unusual and peculiar as to Cause much 
comment among medical men.

Sprinerizip, III., March 2.—[Special,]— 
There will be some opposition in the Senate 
as well as the House to the plan which the 
Commissioners of the Joliet Penitentiary 
have decided upon to employ the convicts, 
The amount of money asked for by the Com- 
missioners in the report which was submitted 
to the Senate and House this morning with 
the approval of the Governor created some 
surprise, And there was 8 good deal of specu- 
lation as to the necessity of the $100,000 con- 
tingent fund. The report was not accom. 
panied by the introduction of a bill, but it is 
understood that these bills will be prepared 
and be introduced in both branches of the 
General Assembly next week. 

Several of the members will oppose these 
bills on the ground that the plan which has 
been adopted is not in harmony with 
the spirit of the constitutional amend- 
ment prohibitimg the convict contract 
labor system. They claim that for the 
State to buy machinery and manufacture 
articles and place them on the market is just 
as much a violation as if the State leased the 
convicts to a contractor, It is expected that 
the labor organizations Will fight the scheme 
which the Penitentiary mmissioners have 
gotten up as tiercely as they did the contract 
system. They say the cOtrse pursued by the 
administration will pro 1 ular. 

Senator Coppinger is ope of those who seems 
to be unalterably op to the adoption of 
any kind ofa that will in the least pri 
the convicts in competition with free labor o 
any kind, and he expressed himself emphat- 
ically on this point this ,afternoon: “I will 
vote against any measure that will bring the 
convicts in competition with free labor,” he 
said, and the plan proposed is simply beat- 
ing ground the bush.’ 

‘he Commissioners of the Southern Peni- 
tentiary are working upon a plan which they 
will submit to the General mbly next 
week. It is probable that the piece price 
system will be recommendéd for that institu- 
tion also.

Sprinerizip, III., March 2.—The following 
nominations were received from the Governor 
in the Senate today: 

George P. Bunker of Chicago, Chief Inspector 
of Grain fer the City of Chicago, to succeed P. 
Bird Price, ‘resigned. 

Members of the Board of Trustees of the IIlinois 
Institution for the Education of the Dumb, 
Charles E. Oxt of Odell, Livingston County, to 
succeed John G. Manahan, whose term has ex- 

ired; William Eppinger of J acksonville, Morgan 

Jouaty, to succeed Stephen R. Capps, resigned; 
James E. Parrish of Paris, Edgar County, to suc- 
ceed Meicin A. Cushing, resigned. 

On motion of Senator Caldwell the Senate 
went into executive session and the roll was 
called on the confirmation of the nominations, 
which resulted in 42 yeas and no nays. The 
executive session then arose. 

The Governor also submitted a report from 
the Commissioners of the State Penitentiary 
at Joliet and recommended its favorable con- 
sideration. The report recommends that 
$250, be appropriated by the present Gen- 
eral Assembly in order that 1,000 convicts may 
be provided with implements sufficient to keep 
them employed and render the institution as 
far as possible self-sustaining. It further rec- 
ommends the appropriation of a contingent 
fund of $100,000, to be used only in an 
emergency, also a $10,000 appropriation 
for an increase of water supply, also $10,000 
for the substitution of a stone portico in place 
of the present temporary wooden structure; 
also $2,500for dn elevator in the female prison. 
A further appropriation of $15, for roofing 
is asked for. It provides, in addition, that in 
case of the absence of the Warden and dep- 
uty the assistant deputy shall be clothed with 
authority, and is signed by Levi Waterman, 
B. K. Durfee, and D. Heenan, Commissioners. 
On motion of Senator Farmer the report was 
referred to the Committee on Penal and Re- 
formatory Institutions, the feature of the ap- 
propriation to be considered by the Commit- 
tee on Appropriations subsequently. 

A report from the State Board of Live 
Stock Commissioners, requesting the appro- 
priation of $5,000 to defray the expenses of 
the board until July 1, 1893, was also sub- 
mitted by the Governor.

MANAGEMENT OF GAS COMPANIES, 
| Nohe Introduces Two Bills to Kill 


Spa Narro, III., March 2.—Mr. Nohe in- 
troduced two bills today in reference to the 
management of gas companies.” One of these 
bills requires gas companies to put in pipes 
and mains at their own expense upon the 
order of the city council or Board of Trustees, 
also to put jn connecting pipes to inside the 
curb line ofeach and every street when 80 
ordered by the corporate authorities at the 
company’s sole expense. Any gas company 
failing to comply with the provisions of the 
act shall become indebted to the ‘city or town 
in the sum of $5,000 and forfeit all its fran- 
chises. Mr. Nohe’s other bill provides that 
gas companies can shut off supply of gas only 
after three days’ notice and shall collect for 
such gas only on satisfactory evidence of the 
correctness of the meter 


GENERAL ASSEMBLY MISCELLANY, 


Favorable Report Ordered on the Bill Fix- 
ing Maximum Telephone Rates. 

SPRINGFIELD, III., March 2.—Senator John- 
son’s bill fixing the maximum rates to be 
charged for telephons in cities was considered 
favorably by the Senate Committee on Mu- 
nicipalities, 

The bill provides that in cities of 100,000 in- 
habitants or over maximum rates shall be 
charged as follows: Telephones in residences, 
$70 a year; telephones in places of business, 
$80 a year; and telephones to be used in pay- 
ment of a fee, 100 a year. 

Ata meeting of the Senate Committee on 
License Senator Bass’ bill creating a State 
Board of Dental Examiners was favorably 
considered.

Net Results of the Day a Small Decline in 
Prices~An Increased Demand from Out- 
siders Starts the Board ot Trade Mar- 
kets and Everything on the List Closes 
at an Advance—Provisions Especially 
Strong—Death of the Hatch Bill Be- 
lieved to Be the Cause. 

Lake Street Elevated stock wasthe center of 
attraction at the morning session of ‘the Stock 
Exchange, but in the face of liberal selling the 
market stood the strain of a strong bear attack 


| reasonably well. One theory advanced, and prob- 


ably the correct one, was that holders who had 
subscribed for bonds were selling their stock in- 
tending to replace it, when the bonds should be 
issued, with the stock bonus. It was also evident 
that some local speculators were taking advan- 
tage of this unloading to short „ the market. 
The friends of the stock rallied to its support, 
but did not the decline until the market 
had reached From there the recovery was 
— to 29%. with very light trading on the 

second call, and the closing about A, one-half 
point off from yesterday. 

The street railroad stocks showed more,or less 
weakness, especially in North Chicago, which 
sustained a decline on the day of nearly three 
points. Probably elevated railroad talk and the 
incorporation of a company for the purpose of 
constructing a line in that section induced some 
selling. Another factor which should be taken 
into consideration isthe strengthening of dis- 
count rates and the tendency towards a firmer 

market. West Chicago naturally sympa- 
thised with the sister — and was rai with 
some success. although the total sales of the day 
in this stock were only 900 shares and less than 
500 of North Chicago changed hands. Trading 
was almost entirely speculative, only one trans- 
action in each 6 being made for immediate 
delivery. At the close the market showed a rather 
weak front. with a tendency towards a lower 
range of values. 

Street's Stable Car company was well supported 
with prices strong and fluctuations within a nar- 
row range of 20% @29%.
